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GAS EXPLOSION 


In Another Coal Mine Results in 


Heavy Loss of Life. 


Sixty-Seven Bodies Have Been Recovered, While Many More 


Are Believed to be Dead—Miraculous Es- 


cape of Some of the Men. 


SIDNEY, N. S. W., Aug. 1—A rescuing party is hard at work at Mt. 


Kemblea colliery afc-'Wollangong, where it is feared 127 miners lost their 
lives by the expldsion of gas westerday. Thus far 27 bodies have been recov- 
ered and 149 men and boys have been taken out alive. 
According to tae es- 


timate of the colliery officials there are still 100 men entombed. 


The sorrow caused by the loss of life has spread throughout the colony 


and the New South Wales parliament today adojurnei out of sympathy for 
the bereaved families. 


The explosion according to reports received here 
was a terrible one, 


and came almost without warning. There were about 275 men at work in 
the mine. 
Suddenly there was a low rumbling sound like the gradual rend- 


ing of a rock, which increased until with a roar, a volume of ignited gas 
rushed^through the mine setting fire-to a portion of it and belched out of 
the mouth, burning the buildings on the outside. 


How any of those within the mine escaped with their lives seems mirac 


ulous.

In store buildings that were totally 


destroyed the merchandise was thrown 
from shelves and everything breakable 
was destroyed; not a pane of glass 
was left in any window of any house 
in town, and in the

standing stoves were overturned and 
crockery and glassware destroyed. 


A conservative estimate of the loss 


to property in the village alone is 
$30,000, and this amount will probably 
be greatly increased by the damage 
done property

country. Each merchant in town has 
lost at least $500 in stock, and the 
damage to buildings has been great. 
The extent of the most severe portiqn

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TERROR SEIZED PEOPLE 


When the Earth Began to Tremble and Roll—Over 70 Distinct 


Shocks Since Sunday Night — Great Damage 
f 
i 
Wrought by Seismic Disturbances. 


LOS'ALAMOS, CAL., Aug. 1—With a property loss estimated between 


$10,000 and $30,000 and fear of fatality, all the people left in Los Alamos, 
spent the night huddled around a larg e bonfire wrapped in blankets, none so 
brave as to enter his home to stay. The 7:30 o'clock shock last night com- 
pleted what destruction had been left unfinished by the twisting earth. Ov- 
er 10u_shocks have occurred since yesterdayr morning with the earth in a 
constant trembfe. The temperature h as been most oppressive, as much heal 
coming from the earth as from the sun. The shocks were preceded by rum- 
bling sounds followed by a report similar to cannon shot. 


A telephone message from Santa Barbara states that several shocks oc 


eurred there, the severest ~at 7:30 last night but caused no damage. Be- 
tween Santa Maria and Lompoc, the disturbance indicated great havoc. The 
roads have became impassable and large quantities of rock thrown dawn up- 
on the passes. In many places mountain high boulders were torn from their 
places and rolled down the steep slopes. 


Throughout the northern portion of Santa Barbara county great damage 


is reported. -

J. M Anderson and Obe Jones Met In- 


stant Death Near Alum Creek 


East of Columbus

bly, relating to the slaughter of birds 
other than those coming under the 
head of the state game law. The new 


law, 
after imposing penalties and mak- 


ing other provisions for its enforce- 
ment, proceeds to say that "no part 
of the plumage, skin or body -of any 
bird, protected by this section shall be 
sold or had in possession, dead or 
alive." 


Then follows a list of the protected 


birds, which includes every member of 
the leathered tribe not mentioned un- 
der the head of game birds, anfl it is 
further provided that the latter can 
only beihad in possession during the 
open season. 


Now, 
what the state game wardens 


wish to impress upon the ladies is the 
fact that they propose to enforce the 
law to the letter, as they are sworn to 
do. Toledo millinery stores are to be 
investigated and if it is found that the 
law is being violated the proprietors 
will be promptly .arrested. 
Women 


appearing on the streets with birds on 
their hats' or bonnets, whether they 
be rich or poor, are liable to arrest and 
fine. The law also provides agaisnt the 
bringing of slaughtered birds from oth- 
er states, hence the fact that a bird 
may have been killed in Michigan, or 
any state outside of Ohio, will cut no 
figure with the game wardens. 
The 


officers declare they will show' no fa- 
vors to any one. 
The minimum pen- 


alty for infraction of the Jaw is |50. 


Just now it is not the fashion to 


wear dead birds or parts thereof, on 
hats and bonnets, although an occa- 
sional instance of the kind is noted 
on the streets, and it is said that the 
dealers in millinery have quite a stock 
on hand.
